7. (Amended) The agent for ameliorating low vasopressin level according to 
claim 3 or 4, wherein the antibody is a monoclonal antibody.

10. (Amended) The agent for ameliorating at least one symptom caused bv a 
decrease in vasopressin level according to claim 9, wherein the decrease in 
vasopressin level results from cancer. 

11. (Amended) The agent for ameliorating at least one symptom caused bv a 
decrease in vasopressin level according to claim 9 or 10, wherein the symptom caused 
by a decrease in vasopressin level is at least one symptom selected from the group 
consisting of polyuria, dehydration, mouth dryness and hyperosmolarity.
